NY, for a period of six months prior to filing a Petit ion 
for Citizenship, while he actually resided elsewhere. I | 

further stated that he had documents believed to have been 
executed by the subject which were forwarded to the FBI 
Laboratory along with documents known to have been executed 
by the subject. These documents, reflecting different address 
for the same six-month period, would prove that the subject 
possibly resided at a place other than Kings County, NY, 
during the pertinent period. The results of the Laboratory's , 
analysis, however, did not establish that both the known and C- 
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possible specimens of the subject's handwriting were made by 
the subject. 

I I granted that proving that PIETRO RIELA, the 
name under which the subject entered the United States, and 
PIETRO RIELA of Ithaca, NY, are two different individuals, 
yet the immigration data used was that of one man, and that 
ANTHONY PETER RIELA was not that man as he claimed in his 
immigration papers, would establish willful misrepresentation 
and a continuing fraud on the part of the subject. It is 
the intention of the Newark Division to pursue this line of 
investigation. 

I I advised that the only available samples 

of the handwriting of PIETRO RIELA, Ithaca, NY, for the 
pertinent period, are maintained in PIETRO RIELA's INS file, 
C-2918116, which is on microfilm and is locate d at th e INS 
Central Office, Washington, D.C. According to I the 

originals of the documents were destroyed when they were 
microfilmed; however, upon a request from the FBI, INS will 
furnish reproductions of these documents from the microfilm. 

The Washington Field Office will, at INS Central 
Office, 119 D St., N.E., Washington 25, D.C, obtain suitable 
reproductions of all of the microfilmed INS doduments 
contained in the INS file of PIETRO RIELA, C-2918116, and 
forward same to the FBI Laboratory. 

The Laboratory is requested to compare the 
handwriting specimens of ANTHONY PETER RIELA, already in 
their possession, with the handwriting specimens of PIETRO 
RIELA, which will be forwarded to the Laboratory by WFO, 
and advise Newark of any similarities or dissimilarities 
noted and if they were made by the same person. It will be 
noted that the known signatures of the subject appear on the 
INS documents in the possession of the Laboratory. The 
unknown samples of the subject's signature, which were 
forwarded to the Laboratory by INS, were not on INS documents.

The following information concerning the immigration 
status of RIELA is being furnished to the Bureau for informa¬ 
tion in connection with the Top Hoodlum Program* Briefly;, it 
concerns the possibility that RIELA entered the United States 
illegally and then falsified entry data to obtain his citizen¬ 
ship papers. Inasmuch as the falsification of the papers oc¬ 
curred between 1930 and 1933, it appears that the Statute of 
Limitations has expired for the purposes of prosecution under 
Title 18, US Code, Section 287 (Fraud Against the Government). 

A hypothetical case inv olving the same circumst ances 
was discussed on 8/8/58 with AUSA I |, 

Newark, N.J. and he stated that ix is his opinion xnax tne 
Statute would have run in such a case. He further added that 
the tolling of the Statute would not be stopped by the exercise 
of the various rights of citizenship obtained by the fraud, 
such as voting, etc. 


RIELA last travelled abroad in 1946. I 
stated that execution of a Passport Application could con¬ 
stitute a violation of Title 18, US Code, Section 1542 
and/or Section 287 in such a case and noted that the Statute 
in this instance would be 10 years. As set out below, RIELA ' 
last made application for Passport on 1/30/46, thus again 
bringing him outside of FBI jurisdiction. Newark has requested] 
that a stop be placed with the State Department against any j 
future Passport Applications by RIELA. J* 

INS is, of course, proceeding with their investiga¬ 
tion of RIELA’s entry to determine if he can be deported. 

Newark feels it would be unethical to use the information 
obtained from INS as a ’’lever” in contemplated interviews of 
RIELA, as it would unquestionably alert him to the INS in¬ 
vestigation and possibly enable him to intimidate prospective 
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Government witnesses or have incriminating documents destroyed. 
Therefore, the Newark Office plans to conduct no active in¬ 
vestigation of RIELA’s entry to the United States, but will 
follow the matter closely with local INS officials.

investigating ANTHONY PETER RIELA as a naturalized American

|_| stated that it also appears that ANTHONY PETER 

RIELA, as PIETRO RIELA, entered the United States via the 
"matched case route", that is to say, he entered the United 
States illegally and used the arrival data of another, legitimate, 
immigrant to proceed toward naturalization. The illegal 
resident in such cases supplies his description and background 
data to the ring specializing in such activities. This in¬ 
formation is then supplied to an INS employee who locates a 
similar background of a person who has legally entered the 
United States. This is done by examination of manifest 
records. When a match is made, the ring customer is supplied 
with the arrival data of the legal immigrant from manifest 
records. This information is then used by the illegal resident 
in the falsification of his immigration papers. 

After obtaining arrival data, a "test run" is made 
by making an application for a Re-entry Permit which is, in¬ 
variably, never used. The issuance of the permit is an indica¬ 
tion that the fraud has not been detected by INS officials. 

Information in ANTHONY PETER RIELA’s INS file in¬ 
dicates that he has possibly legalized his status in the 
United States via the "matched case route", having assumed 
the identity of PIETRO.RIELA, INS file number C-2918116.

On 1/30/46, RIELA 
applied for a Passport and on 2/18/46 Passport #40423 was 
issued. On the Passport application, he listed his mother 
as MARIA RIELA, born June, 1877, deceased, and his father as 
ANDREA RIELA, a resident of Terranova, Italy. 

PIETRO RIELA 

PIETRO RIELA identified his mother as SALVATRICI 
ITALIANO, residing at Via Somalia No. 1, Gela, Sicily, and 
his father as FRANCISCO RIELA. 

Discrepancy: ANTHONY PETER RIELA listed his father alterna¬ 
tively as FRANCESCO and ANDREA RIELA, while 
PIETRO RIELA’s father is identified as FRANCISCO RIELA.

PIETRO RIELA stated that his full, true and correct 
name is PIETRO RIELA and in substantiation thereof, displayed 
Certificate of Naturalization number 2918116 issued to PIETRO 
RIELA, on 1/26/29, by the Supreme Court, Cayuga County, 
Auburn, N.J. 

Discrepancy: ANTHONY PETER RIELA, in the execution of INS 
documents has demonstrated a tendency to use 
the name ANTONINO PIETRO RIELA when referring to himself 
and this may possibly be his true name as he seems to be 
forgetful in using the name PIETRO RIELA. It is noted that 
ANTHONY PETER RIELA's wife was apparently unaware of his 
use of the name PIETRO. 


MARITAL STATUS 


ANTHONY PETER RIELA 


On the subject's Petition for Citizenship, he ad¬ 
vised that he had claimed to have been single at the time 
he executed his Declaration of Intention because he had had 
trouble with his wife. He stated that he and his wife had 
been reconciled and he was then sending her money and in¬ 
tended to bring her to the United States. 

The subject's wife, when interviewed by INS per¬ 
sonnel, advised that she and the subject were married on 
9/21/21. 

PIETRO"RIELA 


PIETRO RIELA advised INS investigators that he 
married JOSEPHINE FIORILLE, born on 12/15/12, at Lester, N.Y. 
on 9/26/28, in St. Francis Church, Auburn, N. Y. 
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Discrepancy: ANTHONY PETER RIELA claimed to be single, then 
furnished a questionable explanation for this 
misrepresentation, while, PIETRO RIELA was actually single 
during the pertinent period.

The following forms reflect that the subject entered 
the United States on 7/8/23, as PIETRO RIELA, born in Terranova, 
Italy, on the vessel Guglielmo Peirce and was destined to his 
cousin, GIUSEPPE VELLA, 500 Bleeker Street, Utica, N.J.: 
Application for Certificate of Arrival and Preliminary Form 
For A Declaration of Intention; INS Form 161a; Certificate of 
Admission of Alien; Manifest number 3-51-7608 and Application 
for Re-entry Permit. 

The subject’s wife advised INS that he came to the 
United States about four and one-half years after their marriage 
in 1921, or in 1926. 

On his Application for Re-entry Permit, subject ad¬ 
vised that he traveled to the United States in 1923 with 
GAETAMO SANFILIPPO and VENCENZO RUNZA. 

PIETRO RIELA 

PIETRO RIELA advised INS that he left Terranova, 

Italy, in 1922, went to Palermo, Italy, then to Naples, Italy 
and arrived in the United States on 7/9/23 on the Guglielmo 
Peirce, on 7/9/23, and was destined to meet GIUSEPPE VELLA, 
Utica, N.Y., no relation, who now resides in Gela, Italy. 

During his trip to the United States, PIETRO RIELA stated 
that he was aboard ship with one FNU SAN FILIPP , whom he has 
not seen since. 

It appears that ANTHONY PETER RIELA may not have 
arrived in the United States in 1923, as claimed. It is 
noted, and appears to be more than coincidence that both men 
claimed to have arrived in the United States aboard the 
Guglielmo Peirce, one on 7/8/23 and the other on 7/9/23, as 
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PIETRO RIELA, born in Terranova, Italy, and both were destined 
to GIUSEPPE VELLA, of Utica, N.Y. ANTHONY PETER RIELA claims 
to have traveled with GAETAMO SAN FILIPPO., while PIETRO RIELA 
was aboard ship with one FNU SAN FILIPP . 

RE-ENTRY DATA 


ANTHONY PETER RIELA 

On 12/7/31, the subject obtained a permit to re-enter 
the United States. By letter dated 10/17/32, the subject re¬ 
turned the above permit, advising that due to the fact that 
he had secured a position and was still working, he did not 
use the permit. 

PIETRO RIELA 


PIETRO RIELA claimed he never applied for a Re-entry 

Permit. 


The above action by ANTHONY PETER RIELA, that of 
applying for and not using a Re-entry Permit indicates that 
he may have been attempting to ascertain whether or not his 
fraudulent entry via the matched case route, if such was 
the case, had been detected before proceeding toward citizen¬ 
ship.

The subject's wife advised INS that he came to the 
U.. S. about four and a half years after their marriage in 
1921 or in 1926. 

On his Application for Re-entry Permit, the subject 
advised that he travelled to the U. S. in 1923 with GAETAMO 
SANFILIPPO and VENCENZO EUNZA. 

PIETRO RIELA 

RIELA advised that he left Terranova, Italy in 1922, 
went to Palermo, Italy, then to Naples, Italy and arrived in 
the U, S. on July 9, 1923 on the "Guglielmo Peirce" and was 
destined to meet GIUSEPPE VELLA, Utica, New York, no relation, 
who now resides in Gela, Italy. During his trip to the U. S. 
PIETRO RIELA stated he was aboard ship with one FNU SAN F1LIP0 
whom he has not seen since. 

Discrepancy: It appears that ANTHONY PETER RIELA 

may not have arrived in the U. S. in 1923 as claimed. It 
is noted and appears to be more than a coincidence that 
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both men claimed to have arrived in the U. 3. aboard the 
"G’aiglielmo Peirce", one on July 3, 1323 and the other on 
July 3, 1923, as PIETRO RIELA born in Terranova, Italy. 

Both men were destined to GIUSEPPE VELLA of Utica, New 
York and ANTHONY PETER RIELA claimed to have travelled with 
one GAETAMO 3ANF1LIPP0 while PIETRO RIELA was aboard ship 
with one FNU SAN FILIPO. 

S. Re-entry Data 


ANTHONY PETER RIELA 

On December 7, 1931, the subject obtained a permit 
to re-enter the U. 3. By letter dated August 17, 1932, the 
subject returned the above permit advising that due to the 
fact he had secured a .position and was still working he did 
not use the permit. 

PIETRO RIELA 

RIELA claimed that he never applied for a Re-entry 

Permit. 


The above action by ANTHONY PETER RIELA, that of 
applying for and not using a Re-entry Permit, indicates that 
he may have been attempting to ascertain whether or not 
his fraudulent entry via the "matched case route", if such 
were the case, had been detected before proceeding toward 
citizenship.

Background information obtained from the following 
person would tend to support the argument that the subject 
is not PIETRO RIELA of Terranova, Sicily as he claimed when 
he entered the U. S. but is actually ANTONIO RIELA of San 
Giuseppe, Sicily.

According to 
SUNSERI, RIELA has no middle name and has used no other 
names other than ANTHONY instead of ANTONIO, SUNSERI 
said that he and RIELA attended school together in San 
Giuseppe from the time they were about eight years of age 
until they were 12 when RIELA quit school and went into 
the wine business with his father and brothers, 

SUNSERI advised that he entered the U, S. in 
September 1923 having come to this country on the French 
liner "Patria". SUNSERI stated that RIELA did not come 
to the U. S. when he did but came over sometime between 
1925 and 1928 and that the first time he saw RIELA in this 
country was in 1928. 

SUNSERI claimed that he does not know SETTIMO 
ACCARDI whom RIELA’s INS file reflects as his, RIELA’s, 
brother-in-law. SUNSERI claimed that RIELA has no relatives 
known to him residing in this country and knows none of 
RIELA’s associates in this country, SUNSERI advised that 
he has no social contact with RIELA and has received no 
money from him other than in payment for painting he has 
done for RIELA at the Airport and Suburban Motels which to 
his knowledge are RIELA’s only business enterprises in this 
country.

RIELA was very receptive toward the agents, cordial 
and. affable.. He. said that he had learned through various 
friends and associates that he was the. subject of an investi¬ 
gation by the Federal Bureau of Investigation and that he 
had supposed that the investigation was' based on his presence' 
at the residence of JOSEPH BARBARA at Apalachin, New York, 
on November 14, 1957, 

RIELA said that since he holds the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation in high esteem because of their renown for 
conducting fair, impartial, investigations, he feels it is 
an honor to be investigated by the Federal Bureau of Investi¬ 
gation. He said that he welcomes such an investigation 
since he has nothing whatsoever to hide and feels that the 
investigation will serve to vindicate him in the jmattbr of 
his attendance at the Apalachin meeting# 


RIELA discussed himself at length and summarily 
furnished approximately the same information pertaining to 
himself, some of his associates, his criminal activities, 
and legitimate enterprises, as has alrejady been developed 
through investigation and previously .reported* The remainder' 
of this interview will appear in appropriate sections of 
this report. 


RIELA declined to discuss his personal history, 
particularly his relatives , other than to state that his 
wife and son are the only members of his immediate, family 
that are in the United States. RIELA admitted that he has 
family connections in Italy, but other than to state that 
both of his parents are deceased, he declined to make any 
comment concerning the identities of his other relatives, 
their whereabouts or their occupations. RIELA stated that 
his wife, who speaks and understa nds no English, came to th

Continuing with the interview, RIELA said that 
his character and reputation among his frfends. 7" 

in the Newark area will show that these characteristics are above 
reproach. According to RIELA, following the "character 
assassination" of him by the local police, following the 
Apalachin meeting, close to one thousand friends called him 
and offered to write character letters and/or letters of 
protest to the press. RIELA said that at that time he thanked 
these people for their concern and told them to take no action 
that he would stand alone on his character and reputation 
and would be' eventually vindicated. 

It is noted that during all phases of this 
investigation, people have described RIELA as a perfect 
gentleman, charming, cultured and arellable£rie;nd. 


B. Sicilian Background of Subject 

On September 15, 1953, Newark T-l was contacted 
for any additional information pertaining to the subject. 

T-l advised that the following information was obtained by 
Newark T-2 on July 10, 1958, and furnished to T-l by letter 
dated July 24, 1958: 

On July 10, 1958, a representative of T-2 travelled 
to San Giuseppe Jato to, request certain documents pertaining 
to RIELA and while there, he spoke to the clerk of the Office 
of the Stato Civile of that city and of San Cipirello, and 
the clerk's father. San Cipirello and San Giuseppe Jato haye 
now combined their administrative functions and have joined 
their respective files. The following information gained 
from these interviews by T-2 and copies of pertinent records 
are set forth below: 

_ , The P erson born August 5, 1897 to ANDREA and 
MARIA POLIZZI was relatively well known to the clerk and his 
father. They declared that they had known GIUSEPPINA 
LA MILIA and her son ANDREA and there was no doubt that the 
man born in 1897 was the husband of LA MILIA and the father of 
ANDREA. They both recalled that ANTONIO (born in 1897), had 
lived in the village for a year or so after the war at which 
time he was seen in the company of his wife, LA MILIA and son 
ANDREA* This period checks with the subject’s short return 
to Italy in 1946. The clerk's father stated it was common 
knowledge that ANTONIO had gone to the United States clandestinely 
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about 1925 or 1926, and that he had become very wealthy. 

Both the clerk and his father implied tfcle town’s opinion of 
the case was that ANTONIO had succeeded in some illegal 
business. They were not aware that ANTONIO had ever returned 
to Italy before 1946, but were sure that he had not been 
there since 1946. GIUSEPPINA LA MILIA had not been s ; een since 
1948 when they heard she had gone to the United States. They 
did not know anything further about her inasmuch as a 
record of clandestine emigration is not kept by Italian 
communes. No official record is possible as to when ANTONIO 
ceased to live in San Giuseppe or San Cipirello. 

Information received by T-2’s usual and reliable 
sources is to the effect that on August 5, 1896, a male 
child named PIETRO RIELA (Ithaca, New York) was born to 
FRANCESCO and SALVATQRA ITALIAN© in Gela, Province of 
Caltanisetta. There is no record of any ANTONIO RIELA 
having been born in Gela in the year 1896. 

T-2 stated that it seems that ANTONIO RIELA was not 
born in Gela on the date given on the papers submitted in 
support of his citizenship application. It is noted that 
ANTONIO*s birth date, August 5, 1397, is very similar to that 
of PIETRO RIELA, who was born in Gela on August' 5, 1896. 

The photograph of PIETRO RIELA (of Ithaca, New 
York) was shown to the clerk*s father and he stated he well 
remembered ANTONIO’s appearance as a young man and stated 
that the photograph was not that of the ANTONIO he had known 
in San Giuseppe Jato. 

ANDREA RIELA, son of ANTONIO (born 1897) was 
well known to the clerk and his father, although not 
personally, as a friend. It seems no doubt that he is the 
son of ANTONIO, living in the United States since 1925 dr 
1926. He is remembered by the clerk and his father to have 
lived in the neighboring hillside village of San Cipirello 
approximately from 1932 or 1933 to 1956, when he left with his 
American wife and children. 

Official records did not disclose ANTONIO RIELA. 
husband of GIUSEPPA LA MILIA was deceased at the time she 
claimed to be a widow. The records in 1958 do not yet show 
him to be deceased. 
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T-2’s usual sources state GIUSSPPA LA MILIA was 
given a passport dated October lU, 1947, valid for travel 
to Venezuela, only, it is also stated she requested on 
September 13, 1948, that her passport be made valid for 
travel to the United States but that request had been refused. 
T-2’s sources declared their information is to the effect 
that she expatriated herself to the United States with all 
of her family (this presumably refers to the fact that her 
husband and son also were no longer considered physically 
present in Sicily). No where have records been found to 
show the existence of an ANTONIO PIETRO RIELA. 

T-2 enclosed the following authenticated documents 
relative to the subject and his family: 

An excerpt from the Register of Records of Birth 
for 1897, Part 1, Series A, Record #224, Municipality of 
San Giuseppe Jato, reflect that ANTONIO RIELA was born in 
the above town at Via Russo on August 5, 1897 at 3:30 A.M. 

A marginal note of the record shows that he married 
GIUSSPPA LA MILIA on September 3, 1921, in San Giuseppe. 

An annotation on the reverse side of the document reflects 
that the above person is the son of ANDREA and of MARIA 
POLIZZI. The above document was certified as being authentic 
by GASPARE LA PUMA, official of the Bureau of Vital Statistics* 

An excerpt of a Certificate of Birth of the Municipality 
of San Cipirello reflects that GIUSEPPA LA MILIA, daughter 
of VITO and ORSOLA COSTANZA was born in San Cipirello on 
April 24, 1905. A marginal note on the record reflects that 
she was married to ANTONI NO RIELA on September 3, 1921, in 
San Giuseppe Jato. The signature of GIOACCHINO MANISCALCO, 
Registrar of the Civil Registry of San Cipirello, is 
affixed to the above document as certifying agent* 

An excerpt of record of marriage of the Municipality 
of San Giuseppe Jato reflects in Series A, Book 1, Part 1, 

47, that ANTONIO RIELA, age 24, broker, son of ANDREA and 
MARIA POLLIZZI and GIUSEPPA LA MILIA, age 16, daughter of 
VITO and ORSOLA COSTANZA, were united in matrimony on 
September 3, 1921, The cecemony was witnessed by NICOLO 
MICCICHS and GIOVANNI AJQATE.

SALVATORE, to do some plastering work on the Suburban Motor

Jersey. JAMES recalled that sometime during the construction, 
the subject asked him and his brother to sign a paper which 
the subject said was for the purpose of forming a corporation. 
He denied receiving any payment for this matter or that he 
ever owned any part of the business. He noted also that 
when the subject constructed his other motel in Newark, both 
he and his brother again did the plastering work. 


JAMES POLIZZI continued that he sees the subject

D. Passport Information 


During the course of this investigation, information 
has been obtained indicating' that RIELA possibly entered 
the United States illegally, then falsifying entry data to 
obtain citizenship. If such were the case, the subject 
could conceivably be charged with Title 18, U.S. Code, 

Section 287 (Fraud Against the Government); however, the 
Statute of Limitations has run in this instance* 

On January 30, 1946, RIELA made a Passport 
Application thus committing a possible violation of Title 18, 
U. S. Code, Section 1452 and/or 287; however, the Statute 
of Limitations has again run. 

In view of the above information and in order 
that consideration may be given toward future Fraud Against 
the Government proceedings against RIELA on the above basis, 
the Washington Field Office was requested to place a stop 
with the Passport Division of the State Department against 
any further passport applications by RIELA. 

By letter dated August 20, 1953, the Washington 
Field Office advised that the requested stop had been 
placed with the Passport Division. 

E. Miscellaneous Background Data 


By letter dated July 23, 1958, the Newark Office 
requested that the Laboratory compare handwriting specimens 
of ANTHONY PETER RIELA already in their possession, with 
the handwriting specimens of PIETRO RIELA, which were 
forwarded to the Laboratory by Washington Field Office. 

Instant comparisons were made as requested and the Laboratory 
advised that due to the limited extent of the writings 
and the presence of some variations in handwriting characters 
not satisfactorily explained, no conclusion was reached 
whether the writer of specimens submitted as being those of 
PIETRO RIELA prepared any of the RIELA signatures on specimens 
previously submitted as being executed by the subject. 
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II. CRIMINAL RECORD 

A. Interview with Subject 

1. Arrest Record 

RIELA advised that he has never been arrested at 
any time other than in 1955, when his motels were raided and 
19 couples were found to be occupying his rooms for illicit 
relations and on November 14, 1957, when he was at the 
Apalachin, New York, home of his friend, JOSEPH BARBARA. RIELA 
said that he holds no malice in either instance; however, it 
is his opinion that in both cases, the officers were ’’doing 
their duty” more because of some political pressure than 
because of a sense of duty. To illustrate, RIELA pointed 
out that in the case of the motel arrests, he and most of 
those arrested were not held by the Essex County, New 
Jersey Grand Jury. 

Wherein the Apalachin meeting was concerned, RIELA 
steadfastly maintained that he had gone to that place as he 
supposed many others had, to see his widely-known friend, 

JOSEPH BARBARA, who had been ill. He said that he drove to 
Apalachin by himself in his own automobile and was alone 
when he was picked up by the police.

RIELA stated that his appearance before the Tioga 
County, New York Court on September 17, 1953, had again 
been postponed with no future date of appearance being set.

IV, CRIMINAL ACTIVITIES 

A. Interview of Subject 

RIELA claimed that he has not now nor had he in 
the past.been involved in anything objectionable but had always 
worked hard for everything he now owns. 

Relative to his attendance at the Apalachin meeting, 
RIELA reiterated that he was at BARBARA’S home to visit 
BARBARA who was then ill and assumed that any other persons 
who were there were probably there for the same reason. 

B. Alleged Activity in Illinois 


On October 13, 1958, Newark T-5 advised that he had 
received the following information concerning the subject 
from a source, the identity of which be was unable to recall: 

The subject was allegedly a suspect in the unsolved 
murder of one CHARLES A. HALB, who operated a racing news 
service at Rockford, Illinois. HALB was allegedly shot to 
death on December 21, 1937, at Rockford, Illinois. 

RIELA was also alleged to have been in Illinois at 
about the same time that one HENRY J. LACHS was allegedly shot 
to death on June 22, 1944.

V. LEGITIMATE ENTERPRISES 

A. Interview with RIBLA 


RIELA advised that prior to purchasing the 
Suburban Motor Lodge, Inc, (Newark Motel, Inc.) in 1949, his 
business holdings consisted of mortgage interests in four 
bars in the Newark and New York areas and sole ownership 
of the Club Windsor in Newark. RIBLA declined to name the 
amounts of money received through the above deals and added 
that a large income came as a result of the sale of this 
liquor license at the Club Windsor and the sale of his borne 
at 57 Watessing Avenue, Belleville, New Jersey, for $20,500.

gets right" he intends to sell it. RIELA said that he is also

RIELA claims no particular business acumen in his

tacts these friends who all "know - and trust TONY and know 
his reputation for honesty and hard work."

VIII. PERSONAL HABITS AND 
PECULIARITIES _ 

During the interview with RIELA, he mentioned that 
he does not drink or smoke to which he attributes his good 
health along with his attitude of good fellowship toward 
everyone he meets. RIELA claimed that he has no enemies 
because if he feels that someone holds bad feelings toward 
him, he works particulary hard at making that man his friend. 

During the course of the interview, it became 
apparent from RIELA* s discussion of himself and his immediate 
family that he has a strong contempt for | L who 

RIELA feels has misspent the first 26 years of his life by 
going to school instead of learning how to work. It is noted 
that RIELA claimed only four years of formal education and 
expressed an opinion that the best educator is hard work and 
experience, I I appeared on the scene at the con¬ 

clusion of the interview with his father and was introduced 
to the agents, at which time it was obviously apparent 
that there is a strained personal relationship between the 
two. It was quite noticeable that the son experienced 
feelings of embarrassment in the presence of his father, 
which could be due in large part to the differences in their 
physiological makeup : RIELA being a dedicated worker and a 
"human dynamo" while| seems to lack both force and 

direction. 

IX. PHYSICAL DESCRIPTION 


During the interview with RIELA, Bureau Agents 
observed that he is in excellent health, a fact of which he 
is inordinately proud in view of his 61 years of age. RIELA 
also expressed pride in his obvious mental alertness, his 
business ability, his stamina, and his ability to do hard 
work at his age. 
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RIELA mentioned that he is totally blind in his right 
eye having injured it while directing construction of one of 
his motels. He said that prior to a complete loss of sight 
in that eye, he was attended by a Newark eye surgeon, now 
deceased, and also made several trips to Johns Hopkins 
Hospital, Baltimore, Maryland, for treatment.

In view of Riela’s apparent willingness to 
talk to Agents and the fact, as set forth in reEulet, 
that Riela’s presence at Apnlachin followed prearrange- 
ments involving other individuals, yon should give 
consideration to reinterviewing him concerning the 
purpose of the Apalachin meeting and the identity of 
the individual or iudividuals responsible for "calling” 
the meeting* 

Should you decide to conduct the reinterview, 
it is. suggested that arrangements be made in such a 
manner that Riela can be sure that only he and the 
Agents conducting the Interview know that the interview 
is being conducted. It is felt that this procedure will 
establish the belief by Riela that he can furnish 
information confidentially with complete security. In 
view of the fact that Riela has already made statements 
to Agents of your office concerning the meeting, it is 
obvious that the employment of considerable tact may 
be necessary in inducing him to tell the truth. 

The Bureau desires to be advised by 12/1/58 
of your decision and views with regard to this matter.
